which is a sort of canopied and cushioned 

recess, stands at the northern end; and im- 

mediately in front is the desk fer the clerk 

and his two assistants; and still in frent of 
that, and protruding far into the great divid- 

ing aisle which runs the whole length of 
the room, is the Table of the House. Upon 

this table bills, petitions, and other docu- 

ments are laid. If a member wishes to use 
pen and ink, he leaves his seat and stands 
at this table for the purpose; at this table 
ministers stand to make their statements, 

laying upon it their dispatch-boxes, spread- 
ing out ever it their memoranda, and using 
itasa rest for their elbows as they lazily 
meander through their speeches ; and across 
this table the chiefs of the hostile parties 
grin, scowl, and gesticulate at each other, and 
har! fact, argument, sarcasm, or defiance, as 
the case requires. The seats provided for 
members are not chairs, as in our Congress, 
but leng, leather-covered benches; which, 
instead of being ranged crosswise in the 
roem to face the speaker, extend lengthwise 
along the sides, leaving the broad aisle in 
the middle. 

By common consent, and from the earliest 
times, members have taken their seats in the 
House according to their party alliances and 
proclivities. The front bench on the right 
of the speaker is called the Treasury Bench, 
and is always occupied by the chancellor of 
the exchequer, who is generally the leader 
of the House, and by such other members 
of the government as are Commoners. The 
immediate adherents of the party in power 
take the benches just behind; while the 
allegiance of other members to the reigning 
party is indicated on a scale of gradually les- 
sening attachment in proportion as their 
seats recede from the neighborhood of official 
greatness.

, | and it was done with such “neatness and 
dispatch ” that a Confederate officer in 
Pickett’s division, who was struck down by 
a bullet, says that, when he raised himself up 
fifteen minutes afterward, and looked over 
the level field, the whole host had disap- 
peared, as if swept away by a tornado. In 
that charge the rebels lost 4,500 prisoners. 
Before it was made, an earth-shaking can- 
nonade from 125 guns, planted on the oppo- 
site ridge, poured a hail-storm of shells into 
our lines. I crouched down behind the 
very stone-wall that sheltered our boys in 
blue, and tried to-day to imagine how they 
felt on that day of terrific carnage.

During the war he exe 
pended, in charity and in promoting the 
cause of the nation, the hard éarnings of hie 
life-time. There is no evidence that he in- 
cited insurrection among the former slaves, 
They gave heed to his words, and he coun- 
seled them to maintain with moderation; 
their personal rights and the rights of free- 
dom. Gen. Banks says of him, “I knew 
him well. No country ever gave birth to a 
more unselfish man, a truer patriot, or a 
more devoted friend of liberty.” His fault, 
in the eyes of disloyal men, was that he 
stood firmly by the Government in its strug- 
gle with treason, and that he intensely loved 
popular liberty. His last breath was given 
to prayer that the good work might go on, 
His name will be cherished, in the better ‘’ 
ages that are to come, with John Brown, 
Gordon, of Jamaica, and many others who 
dared to love the down-trodden, and who 
died that liberty might be established on the 
broadest basis of human rights.

A rebel mayor is authorized to 
disperse, by an organized force under the 
rebel flag, the delegates of the people of the 
state, elected under the proclamation of the 
governor of the state, to revise the constitu- 
tion of the state, which is executed by the 
cold-blooded butchery of at least one huns 
dred loyal men ; the governor of the state is 
deposed, and a rebel general placed in au- 
thority, and a major-general of the United 
States—SHERIDAN—ordered to report to 
him by the President.

Many of you will have observed that ex- 
aitation of mind renders things about us 
harmonious which in a lower frame seem at 
discord. In a low frame mirth and solem- 
nity seem utterly incongruous; but in a 
higher religious mood they are perfectly 
reconciled, and go together. And so ofa 
million other cases. The inspired mood out 
of which came the truths of Scripture was 
after this kind. We frequently, therefore, 
gee things joined together. There seem to 
be violent :collocations of unlike things in 
the utterances of Scripture. Figures are put 
together, and incidents are mixed, which to 
a low state of feeling seem strangely inap- 
propriate, but which are perfectly natural to 
a very high degree of excitement. Our text 
furnishes an instance. It is a solemn call to 
victorious perseverance in Christian life. 
Asa motive, two promises are made—one 
of hidden manna, and the other of an un- 
known name upon a white stone, One refers 
to the historic period, the past, and the other 
to the future. The one was founded upon 
fact, and the other is mystical. “It is the 
mingling of these two seemingly unconnect- 
ed and strange elements that indicates that

‘ Let us elucidate a little each of the 
figures, and derive from them such spiritual 
profit as seems appropriate to the occasion.

Curcaao, August 6th, 1866. 
To tHe Eprror or THE INDEPENDENT: 
Our heated term has not interfered with 
the organizing ef churches. On the 1st 
instant the Lake Avenue church was formed 
in Evanston. Twenty-two members entered 
into fellowship, and ten more were only 
waiting the receipt of letters to unite with 
the church. The membership was mainly 
from Congregational and Presbyterian sour- 
ces, but its ecclesiastical status is to be one 
of strict indepen 
four, beside the , constitute the gov- 
erning power, whil appeal can at any 
time be taken to the church, whose sover- 
is thus recognized. No council was 
called, and yet, after the organization had 
been completed by the members in the 
afternoon, in the evening several clergymen 
were present by invitation, to assist in the 
service of installing the pastor; and so a vir- 
tual recognition was sought. The pastor is 
Rev. J. B. Duncan, who has been for eighteen 
years pastor of the Scotch Presbyterian 
church of Perth, Canada. He comes well- 
reputed, and is well received by his new 
people. Rev. Wm. Ormiston, of Hamilton, 
Canada, preached the sermon; Rev. J. E. 
Roy offered the prayer of installation; Rev. 


the service was held, participated in the de- 
votional service. The church has provided 
a salary of two thousand dollars, and an 
equal amount has been raised toward a 
house of worship, which is soon to be built. 
The chapel of the university is kindly put at 
their service for the present. The univer- 
sity corporation also gives the new church a 
lot. Indeed, the utmost cordiality is mani- 
fested on the part of the Methodist and Bap- 
tist churches. The foundation is laid for the 
Heck Hall, for the use of the Biblical Insti- 
tute, and also one for the university proper. 
Eighty young men have been connected 
with the theological department the last 
year. The town, on the lake shore, eleven 
miles north of Chicago, is pleasantly situ- 
ated, and is attracting from the city a fine 
population. 

On the 2d inst., at Babcock’s Grove, twen- 
ty miles out on the Galena railroad, the 
First Church of Christ was recognized by 
council, Prof. J.C. Webster moderator, and 
Mr. E O. Hills scribe. Prof. Webster 
preached the sermon, and offered the prayer 
of recognition. Rev. C. E. Dickinson ew 
pressed fellowship, and “ Pilgrim ” addressed 
the church. Rev. Messrs. Cram, Day, and 
Atkinson icipated. Fifteen members 
entered into wehip. This is an enter- 
prise developed by Mr. James Tompkins, of 
the Chicago Seminary, who is alse supplying 
the Congregational church at Danby, where a 
revival was enjoyed in the winter. Prof. 
Webster, who found here one of his old 
parishioners from Hopkinton, Mass, and 
who finds thirty of them in this city, seems 
to be quite at home with us, and much in-

SUMMERING IN CANADA. 


In going down Lake Ontario from Ni- 
agars, lately, I met with an unexpected de- 
lay, which led me to spend some two or 
three days in Toronto, C.W. The Cana- 
dian government was recalling from the bor- 
‘der nearly all the volunteers who were sent 
to repel the Fenians last June ; and, for the

possession of several of the large lake steam- 
ere of the English line, so that travel was 
somewhat interrupted. ‘ % 
After leaving Lewiston for Toronto, our 
steamer stopped at Niagara City, C. W., at 
the mouth of the Niagara River, and there 
took on board two companies of returning 
volunteers; one of them from the lately his- 
toric Fort Erie. All wore the scarlet uni- 
form of the English army, with the beaver 
ef Canada on their caps. As they came 
tramping on board, weary, dusty, and hun- 
gty—for they had had no food since*they 
left Fort Erie, many hours before—I thought 
them a pretty rough-looking set of men, but, 
for the most part, stout and vigorous. 

An hour later we touched at Port Dal. 
housis, the eastern terminus of the Welland 
Canal, and took two or three more compa- 
nies, one of which, a body of artillerymen, 
in dark uniforms, had been guarding Port 
Colbourne. This was one of the objective 
points of the Fenians who crossed at Fort 
Erie, as there they hoped to reach and de- 
stroy the Welland Canal, through which all 
vessels from Lake Ontario or the Atlantic 
must pass to reach Lake Erie and the West. 
Resuming our course to Toronto, we sped 
onward over the deep blue waters of the 
lake, with arms stacked on the deck, 
and red-coats sitting, standing, ana 
sleeping in every part of the boat. I took 
pains to converse with some of them, and 
was quite interested and pleased with what 
I saw. Some of those whose aspect was 
most rough and unpromising turned out 
be very intelligent and respectable; an 
many of them were quiet Canadiaa youths’ 
happy to be once more on the way 
home. I was very much gratified to hear 
that, while the volunteers were at Fort 
Erie—an out-of-the-way place, where they 
fared very poorly and had many hardships 
—some kindly-disposed Americans in Buf- 
falo were in the habit of sending them fruit, 
ete., nearly every day; an attention for 
which much gratitude was expressed. 
Would that there were more of such kindly 
and Christian conduct toward our neigh- 
bors, and less of national jealousy and boast. 
ing! 
In regard to the Fenians, the disposition 
‘was general to appreciate the action of our 
government in stopping their preparations; 
though not without expressions of regret 
and of well-deserved censure that President 
Johnson should have delayed his proclama- 
tion until Canada was really invaded and 
bloodshed inevitable. The people of the 
Provinces consider it very hard that they 
should be invaded merely out of Irish hos- 
tility toEngland. “They don’t know what 
men we have up here,” said one of them to 
me. The i are in earnest, their 
military depict the Protestants 
especially are united as one man, and any 
attempted invasion will be met and hurled 
back with enthusiasm, by men who are fight- 
ing in defense of their hearths and homes. 
Our long delays in waiting for troops 
made it too late to connect with the Mon- 
treal steamer, which passed out from Toronto 
Bay as we came in, her forward deck crowd- 
ed, like our own, with red uniforms The 
harbor of Toronto is very fine, and quite 
land-locked.

The victories won over the 
Austrians are in effect victories over despot- 
ism and superstition, and the world will be 
the better for them. And so it will be for 

the absorbing of the paltry little despotisms 

into which so much of Germany is cut up. 

They are the most tyrannical, cruel, and 
retrogressive ef allthe governments of the 
Continent. There is no tyrant like a petty 

tyrant—as our plantations have borne wit- 

ness, Some of them, we believe, still retain 

the good old domestic institutien of torture. 

It will be good for them to be swallowed up 
and assimilated into the Prussian body pel.

No 
stranger would have supposed, from any- 
thing in the deliberations of the convention, 
that a great moral principle had animated 
the war—or that the slave of the plantation 
had distinguished himself as a soldier ef the 
tepublic—or that miHions of American citi- 
zens are now appealing in vain for their po- 
litical rights. The convention was stirred 
by no sacred enthusiasm for impartial jus- 
tice—no generous zeal for universal liberty. 
I could not help saying to myself, What is it 
worth to be an American citizen, if one is 
to remain uninspired by any fervor for 
American liberty? If, as an American, a 
man is to have no higher idea of impartial 
justice than was entertained by the Saratoga 
Convention, he might as well be a European. 
If a man does not care that the spirit of the 
laws shall be liberty, justice, and equality, 
why should he care to live outside of 
Austria? This convention, in meditating 
a basis of reconstruction, never once sug- 
gested Equal Rights—never once hinted the 
game law for high and low, rich and poor, 
white and black. “God was not in all their 
thoughts.” The delegates, with few excep- 
tions, were men who held that the war 
could be waged without the emancipation 
of the negro, and who hold that the re- 
construction can be-accomplished without 
the enfranchisement of the citizen. Mis- 
taken in their policy of war, they areequally 
mistaken in their policy of peace. x

Bad as the governments of Europe have 
been since the peace of 1815, they are liber- 
al, enlightened and free, compared with 
what they used to be before the French 
Revolution. And the progress has been 
from bad to better, and not from bad to 
worse, and this often through the bloody 
function of battle. This present Bonaparte 
had no very philanthropic views in promot- 
ing the Italian war of 1859 against Austria, 
and was surprised at the very results of its 
success, probably ; but out of the jaws of the 
hell of Solferino and Magenta came the 
kingdom of Italy, the delivering of Naples 
by Garibaldi, and,the sweeping of Bomba, 
as well as of all the princelings and duke- 
lings of the Italian duches, off of their fac- 
titious thrones into private life. The king- 
dom of Italy is a constitutional kingdom ; 
and, with all its defects, beyond calculation 
superior to what it replaces. And now war 
has again delivered Venetia, and restored 
her to her natural relations with Italy again. 
The Prussian and Austrian war is another 
proof of the way in which the wrath of man 
is made to praise God by producing effects 
man did not contemplate. The whole in- 
spiration of the war was selfish ambition. 
In its beginnings, Prussia and Austria com- 
bined to plunder Denmark of her duchies, 
of which we have formerly given an ac- 
count. That was,as far as Austria was 
concerned, a measure designed to hinder 
Prussia from getting the control of Germany. 
She did not care for the duchies; and, as far 
as they were concerned, her conduct was 
much more moderate and decent than that 
of her accomplice. Out of that buccaneer- 
ing, or rather fillibustering, expedition grew 
this war. Prussia was neither to hold nor 
to bind, and would not be dictated to as to 
the immediate booty, or as to the ultimate 
suzerainty of Germany. Hence the war 
in which she has been so signally success- 
ful—a suceess as fortunate for Europe as it 
was great. For this war of Prussia and 
Austria—though it is probable that the ob- 
stinate William, and possible that the astute 
Bismarck, did not discern it—was really a war 
of religion and liberty—a war of Protestant- 
ism and liberal institutions against Catholi- 


could be more attractive. Economists and 
statisticians hail them with enthusiasm as 
securing in their realization that develop- 
ment to population and production, and that 
mitigation of taxation, so essential to material 
progress, and which must be unattainable so 
long as men find it desirable now and again 
to revert to the barbarism of bloodshed in 
order that some international wrong may be 
burnt and purged away with naughty gun- 
powder. Think of all the commonplaces, 
from those of school-boy rhetoric to those of 
Official orators, who do the openings of 
world’s fairs and eulogize free trade. Think 
of the peaceful triumphs that might be 
achieved with the idlers of military life— 
there are six millions of them in Europe 
alone—set busy at some profitable industry ; 
of artillery and stzel-plated armor spun 
into rails; of fortresses turned into hospitals 
and asylums; of towns erected, in the place 
of towns destroyed: of capital, now gulped 
down in insatiable war-budgets, applied to 
agriculture, exploration, and colonization. 
Think of commercial activity, expedited and 
widened by the removal of international 
jealousies and custom-houses. Think of the 
more rapid evolution and circulation of 
ideas between nations whom peace has 
leashed intimately together. Think of 
Christianity and civilization pushed continu- 
ally to higher levels by the concerted 
strength of mankind. Think—in short, we 
have only to think of the millennium, and of 
the incalculable good things which prophe- 
cy, and reason, and imagination have as- 
signed to those golden years, to realize what 
the world would be if the dream of the 
Third Napoleon could be acted, and carried 
through to its ultimate results. To Napo- 
jeon himself the vision has doubtless a nar- 
rower scope, and relates to little more than 
the material splendor of France, under his 
administration, more Augustan than Julian 
in its character; but no good of the kind 


river or lofty mountains supplied them. 
The Rhine was thus the natural boundary 
of France on the German side; a craving 
for it was as traditional in French politics as 
feudalism or the liberties of the Gallican 
Church. But greed has ceased to be reason- 
able; in the progress of events the river is

sian longing for Holstein, or the Italian 
longing for Venetia, are valid against the 
cession of the Palatinate to France. For, as 
nationally its people belong to Germany, the 
new and popular doctrine of national unity 
speaks loudly against their expatriation. 
Whether or not a prolongation and ex- 
tension of the war is to grow out of this 
new complication is an issue which, with 
the aid of the oceanic cable, will not long 
remain doubtful. The Prussian king has 
time and again said, in reference to this 
very question, that, rather than surrender a 
foot of the Palatinate, he would abdicate. 
With such a disposition preceding a war

The eommittee on the part of the regents, 
consisting of Chancellor J. V. L. Pruyn, 
Governor Seymour, Messrs. E. C. Benedict, 
Gideon Hawley, George W.. Clinton, George 
R. Perkins, and Secretary 8S. B. Woolworth, 
appointed the meeting to be held at the 
Albany Academy, on the 4th and 5th days 
of August, 1863. The meeting was attended 
by representatives from seven colleges, forty- 
five academies, the State Normal School, 
and several private schools, and by a few 
other gentlemen interested in the cause of 
higher education. In stating the object of 
the meeting, at its opening session, Chancel- 
lor Pruyn remarked that, while it is a part 
of the duty of the regents to visit the four- 
teen colleges and more than two hundred 
academies subject to their supervision, it is

The system has proved to be a 
searching ordeal in the case of a multitude 
of students; yet the convocation declared, 
as the result of a year’s experience and a 
protracted discussion, that “ we approve the 
general plan of the system, and promise to 
give it our heartiest support ;” also “that. 
in our opinion, any change in the plan, uxti: 
after further trial, is undesirable.”
